He is 
president of Hie Alameda County 
Art association. 
Dr. Porter stated that 
he 
met 
Miss De Jong during the progress 
ot the Panama Pacific exposition. 
al which she was an'exhibitor, and 
that about three months ago he be­ 
gan sitting for a portrait. 
He was 
unable to keep on engagement with 
th** artist Saturday, but called, al 
lim* .*• pie i. shortly before 6 O’* look 
iii I lie evening.

‘Don’t leave that 
rug or FII Kill you inst.* '’
